The intensely ambitious Gramm can't do much 
about the first, but in recent weeki he's grabbed the 
national spotlight as one of the fiercest GOP critic of 
Clinton-stylc health care reform. 

A persistent foe of most things Democratic, Gramm 
has also captured prominent billing on newscasts and 
front pages in recent weeks with two other topics: 
Whitewater and the Democratic crime bill. 1

Gramm is a 
frequent commentator on the national political scene. 

But his media attention has surged in recent weeks 
because of health car<?iand his threat of a filibuster to 
thwart a Democratic plan he views as a prescription 
for government takeover of the medical system. 

The 1 Texan’s persistent attacks appear to have 
drawn blood. 

First lady Hillary Rodham Clinton this week blast- 
ed Gramm for "political opportunism" — no doubt 
raising the senator’s cachet among the GOP faithful.

Mr. Cor- 
less said that by Aug. 14. they’ would have re- 
duced the flow to 220 cubic Icct, which is the 
licensed flow that Idaho Power is required to 
deliver down the river when water is available. 

I asked where the 330.000 acre feet of water 
came from. Mr. Corlcss said the bureau con- 
trols two large "blocks” of water in Minidoka 
and Palisades reservoirs to hold the level of 
these reservoirs high enough to maximize the 
. generation of electricity (increase head). They 
have now drained those blocks of water from 
those reservoirs as follows:

Invading Haiti would be easy, since the country

for a military. The hard part would be pacifying the 
country, and keeping it pacified, after an invasion 
pushed the thugs out of office. The solution is slur- 
ing us right in the face, although the policy-makers 
cannot seem to see it.

penned up in camps at Guantanamo and elsewher e. , 
Among those refugees are plenty of able merrand 
women who could be trained right on the ground 
where they are now languishing to be Haiti’s nation- 
al police force. Military officers who have done it 
say they could train such a force in the basics in 
three months. They suggest that a small cadre of po- 
lice professionals command, train and stick with the 
force for at least two years. 

The United Slates has people qualified to train and 
command a Haitian police force. But it would be 
more politic to have the United Nations or the Orgar 
nization of American States hire a training cadre 
from another Caribbean nation such as the Bahamas. 
This would avoid the image of white colonialists • 
running the show one more time. France could be 
helpful here. 

The work would not be training Haitian refugees 
to run at dummies with bayonets, set Cluymdrc 
mines in ambushes or knock out tanks.

GOMA, Zaire (AP) — 
-Thousands of frightened refugees 
streamed into Zaire today from 
southwestern Rwanda, signalling 
what may be the staH of another 
exodus that could turn deadly, 
relief officials said.

After finding one that’s a possibility, 
the client is given the assignment to inter- 
view someone already doing that kind of 
work, and perhaps "shadow” this mentor 
for a few hours to see what that person 
actually docs on the job. 

The staff at the center works' with the 
client to put together some concrete goals, 
and then to take steps to make changes, 
whether it’s going back to school or 
learning how to write a resume. . 

Klimes said she runs into a lot of mid-

. TWIN FALLS — The first baby bom in 
Twin Falls will be 90 on Monday. 

Blanche Aloda Harrah came into the 
world in a camp tent on Aug. 15, 1904. At 
the time, the newly organized town called 
Twin Faifs was little more than a gathering 

- of-pitchcd- tents.-. — 

"Thcrc were not many homes there yet," 
she said last week in a phone interview from 
her home in Fresno. Calif. 

Blanche, whose last name is now Faretta, 
is daughter of the late James Preston and 
Sophia Josephine Harrah. She was the 
youngest of six children in a family that 
moved to Washington in 1912 and, later, on 
to California. 

Her father was an excavator who dug 
basements for many of Twin Falls' early 
buildings, including the Petrine Hotel. He 
eventually took up a homestead in the area. 

Faretta said she can’t remember much 

- about those early days in Twin Falls, but she 

did attend- school in the vicinity for a short 
time. „ , .

How matrimonial mates reinforce 
each other is very important, he 
said. And so for those midlife years 
they have to be very sensitive to 
each other, and give compliments 
and show their special love. 

“If they do that it’s going t° come 
Put much more' positive,’.' he said. 
“They’re going to have a different 
type of love — a more mature, real- 
istic, deepened love.” ■ 

He said most people will experi- 
ence a midlife crisis: how bad it gets 
depends on where they arc in life. 
-But if they’re in a very loving rela- 
tionship and have support, with no 
doubts, no problems, then tbp crisis 
is temporary. .

Exercise method helps elderly

One spring -morning 16 ycani ago, 
Dorothy Qjrisman, then a member of 
Ihc Berea College faculty, faced a 
gathering of mostly older people for 
whom she had created an exercise 
course. Some were in frail physical 
condition. - ' r - J . 

It was one of many ways being 
tried at the time to get people back on 
campus, for continuing education or 
any number of reasons, al a time 
when enrollments were on the wane. 
The class was to last a semester. 

“Some of those people, like me, 
weren't even walking too well," 
recalls one of that group. 77Tyear-old 
Mim Tallmadge. "Then, and now, I 
hud arthritis ni my ‘knees. I would 
have meekly gone into a wheelchair” 
Tallmadge and the others were not ' 
in a gym, but in a room where stu- 
dents often practiced d anc e. There 
was- no’ exercisc~’equipment. Chairs 
lined the walls; she remembers. 

“What Dorothy did was .take the 
class she had, and very Cautiously set 
about to Icam what wc could do. As, 
she says now, 'Wc laughl her,"’ said 
Tallmadge, who has yet td see that 

wheelchair. 

She’s one of thousands of senior 
citizens, along with people with 
major disabilities, those recovering 
from surgery or illness; and even new 
mothers and mothers! to-be. whose 
daily lives are enriched by slow 
movement exercise. , 

Dorothy Chrisman came up with it, 
and called it “Body Recall." - , 

■ “The program docs to bodies what 
Detroit often does to cars — recalling 
them'to makd them Tighter than they 
were before,” Chrisman said- "It 
brings the body back to what it used 
to be, to what it’s supposed Jo be. 

“I- knew by day two that this work 
would be forever in my life," 

Since retiring from the physical 
education faculty of Berea College, a 
private college in south-central 
Kentucky, Chrisman and the seniors 
who travel with her to demonstrate 
the technique have brought Body 
Recall classes into groups, class- 
rooms, churches, health and civic 
organizations across the country. 

|- — HcrL-guidcbQokJbrjhcJcachct5_5hc_ 
certifies, “Body Recall: a Program of 
Physical Fjlness for the Adult,” is in 
its seventh printing. 

In the book's preface, Chrisman 
writes “when the body does start to 


decline, the process will not occur as 
swiftly for those who exercise. If you 
give up -stretch ing, ■ reaching, stoop 1 
ing, squatting, lifting and carrying, 
navigating stairs and walking regular- 
ly, you will lose the ability to perform 
these tasks.” 

Chrisman ’s Body Recall has scores 
of fans around the country. '

"I can ’t'sjiyj enough for what the 
program has done for my husband, 
Henry, and I," said Sue Pipkin. 69. 
who attends ah hour long, program 
thr.ee times a week in Houston. 
Texas, along with her husband, who 
is 73, "I’ve always had a problem 
with high blood pressure, and I find 
than the exercise keeps my blood 
pressure down,” she said. “My hus- 
band .has_^mp.tpjnsiAf^irl^>onX 
disease, and it’s helped him so much 
with his movements. 

‘ “And there was a woman here with 
arthritis so bad that she couldn’t 'raise 
her arm to brush her. hair,” Pipkin 
said. “After she started, it wasn’t that 
long before she could.” , 

Though many people have built 
empires on the success of successful 
exercise programs, Chrisman; at age 
68, continues to be hef own organiza- 
tion’s best known volunteer. 

"A lot of our teachers teach for 
nothing. I leaeh-for nothing," she 
said. “I’m not 'eating the seed.’ I 
want the crop to come up ; Besides, -I - 
have a husband who supports me." 

Profits from books, tapes and train- 
ing supplies, along with whatever 
monies aredonated. arc. plowed back 
into the organization. 

Since 1989, the Body Recall move- 
ment has operated from a modest 
center just south' of Berea in the 
foothills of the Appalachian 
Mountains. Though making money 
has never been Chrisman’s intention. 


.she is now trying lo raise money to 
build a complex there that will 
enlarge the organization’s scope, and 
help bring into focus exercise for yet 
another group of people who might 


have no hope of doing it — those 
who need the buoyancy of water.

with hydraulic systems and ramps for 
liiose-with special needs will be the 
first element of a center she has esti-' 
mated will cost $2.4 million. 
Eventually it will also contain addi- 
tional classroom's, an indoor walking 
track, as well as residence facilities 
for visiting teachers, students and orb-’ 
crs. “The pool will cost us about 
$300,000. And no, wc don’t have it, 
but wc have half of it,” she said.

She and her husband, 
John; ij Juilliard-traincd musician also 
retired from the Berea College facul- 
ty. live in the same two story '.house.'

they were married. It’s where they 
raised five childre n. . ' 

At the University 'oTOrcgonr she 
majored in physical education and 
•was drawn to modem dance. 

“I was going lo investigate a career 
in modern dance, but my heart was 
into physical education whatever 
route fl took. I branched off and spe- 
cial i zcd in do ing i ndividual things — 
swimming, tennis, archery, sqdare 
dance; folk dance and all the dance 
forms." she said. 

"Physical education was pretty 
much unheard of in these parts until J ' 
showed up at Berea in 1950," said 
Chrisman, .jvho' taught in an Oregon - 
junior high school beforg coming to 
Kentucky. 

In her second year at Berea, she 
met her husband when she asked him 
to' be the accompanist at her dance 
recital. 

Chrisman and the senior citizens . 
who travel with her have logged hun- 
dreds of-thousands-of-milcsto-takc— 
the Body Recall message as far away .. 
as Alaska. In West Virginia this fall, 
they will attend an international con- 
ference of fitness providers. “I take 
my students with me because they 
can show what it is they can do, bet- 
ter than I can say it,” she said. 

Chrisman sees sonic familiarity- 
between Body Recall exercises, yoga 
and tai-chi. “The first time 1 saw a 
lai-chi demonstration I realized that

NEW XORK (AP) - In 1985. 
Peter Ueberroth broke a stalemate 
in baseball's labor talks. In 1990, 
Fay Vincent shelved management’s 
salary-cap plan. 

This time, there's no umimivJoncr to 
cause any dramatic trciklhruuglts. And 
that’s exactly what the owners want.

Kastcn said. 

Union head Donald Fchr con- 
stantly mentions the power vacuum 
in baseball’s hierarchy, pointing out .

"They’ve^ always had their own 
reasons for not wanting a commis- 
sioner, but it never has it been so 
obvious,” agent Tom Reich said 
Friday as the sport's eighth work 
stoppage began. "There is >iuch a 
"glaring absence of leadership." 

'Owiicrsrthcirbargainmg position - 
shattered at the end of a 50-day 
strike in 1981, demanded a salary 
cap in 1985. only to watch 
Ueberroth lake it off the table. 

"The commissioner has his 
responsibility. We have our respon- 
sibilities, " management negotiator

"Mine are to the clubs, 
and I'll try to accomplish something 
for the clubs that we think is neces- 
sary for the health and viability of 


the game. He has his own responsi- 
bilities to the fans, to the public." 

Ueberroth felt he, needed to act.

HAILEY - Two local Hailey brothers, 
regular patrons of thc-old Mint Bar helped 
demolish the decaying liquor hole last week 
to make way for the new and vastly im- 
proved version, owned by local celebrity 
Bruce Willis. 

Strolling along Main Street as the wreck- 
ing crewswcre literally lifting the roof ofT 
.the- old structure, (he brothers askcd.thc con- 
struction manager if they might take. a cou- 
ple of vintage bricks from the building and 
throw them through the window, for old 
times sake. 

They hurled the bricks through the last re- 
-maining Mint Bar W indow, and the crashing 
glass marked the end of an era for Hailey's 
original watering hole, and for (he brothers*

' It was on'con hc T cW Inst standir w l ieic a — 
gentlemen or a lady could start thetr day 
with a shot of whiskey and a beer chaser. 

But last spring. Mint Bar patrons were 
forced to imbibe elsewhere, when old-timer 
Wally Young sold his building and its cov- 
eted liquor license to local cctcbrity Bruce 
Willis and closed the doors of the old Mint 
Bar to make way for a new one. 

And the new Mint Bar will be anything 
but seedy.

P rostate cancer is lhe second leading cause of cancer death in 
American men, according (o the American- Cancer Society 
(ACS). About 165.000 men each year learn they have the 
disease. In its earliest stage, this potentially deadly disease 
has no symptoms. 

Hut there is reason for optimism. Since 1974. the five-year survival 
rate for men with" prostate cancer has improved. Survival of men with 
localized prostate cancers — those that have not spread— show die 
greatest improvement: 68 percent in 1974 compared with 
81 percent in 1984, according to Reginald C. S. Ho. M.D., 1992-1993 
president of the ACS. 

Two simple tests help men improve their chances of early detec- 
tion and cure: a prostate-specific antigen (PSA) blood test combined 
with a digital rectal exam (DRE). Men oldpr than 50 should have 
these two tests annually, according to the ACS, with men at high risk 
starting annual screenings at age 40. These tests may also be given m 
combination with transrcctal ultrasound — a procedure that uses high 
frequency sound to display a computer image of the prostate.

We’ve all I ieaixl that two lu-ads 
are better than.onc. And when it 
comes to figuring.ouL.who has. 
prostate cancer, twooreven three 
tests may be better than one, ac- 
cording to findings published in 
tlie journal Cancer. 

Following are three diagnostic 
= tests— often used in combination: . 

► Transrectal ultrasound: Com- 
puterized technique 1 that uses 
sound waves to show tlie struc- 
ture around the prostate gland. 

► Digital rectal exam: Physician 
inserts a gloved finger into the 
rectum to feel for growths.

A combination of all three tests 
best predicts prostate cancer, ac- 
cording to the author of tlie Can- 
cer report, Michael K. Brawer, 
M.D., urology professor at tlie 
University of Washington.

whose very names cause us 
to recoil in terror. Ron Too- 
mer is nOibneofthemrSte^- 
phen King’s horror books 
may make our skin crawl. 

And Hannibal “The Canni- 
bal" Lecter, the maniacal 
character from Thomas Har- 
- ris’-77te Silence of the Lambs, 
may give us nightmares. But 
, it’s Toomer and his colleagues 
who terrified the world with the Viper, 
the Loch Ness Monster and the Nirija. 

. Ron Toomer is neither a writer nor a 
monstcr-Hc’-S.an cngaging, 64-year- 
old grandfather who understands an 
important fact of human nature: 
‘People want to be scared," he told me. 
''Psychologists say it has something to 

^do.with defying de ath." 

For almost 30 years, Toomer has 
been fulfilling that basic wish as the 
mechanical engineer, designer and gen- 
ius behind nearly 100 of the world’s 


§ largest, scanest roller coast- 
*ers. I went to his plant in 
Qcarficld, Utah, to find out 
■how he manages to fright- 
en 200 million people out 
of their wits every year. 

“There’s always a chal- 
lenge," he said. “You have 
to figure out the right com- 
•bination of drops and .curves 
to keep people excited. I 
learn something pew with 
every project" Roller coasters started in 
Russia nearly 400 years ago, he ex- 
- plained, -when people ran sleds down 
ice-covered mountains. In 1884, 
Americans built the first undulating- 
hills roller coaster, at Coney Island, 
N.Y. Peop le have been pay ing their 
money to be Horrified ever since. 

— Toomer realized early that the thrill - 
is as much in the expectation as the re- 
ality. Riders on his 205-foot-tall 
Magnum XL-200 coaster in Sandusky, 
Ohio, take a full, agonizing minute to 
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reach the top of the first nse before 
plunging downhill at a maximum speed 
| of 72 mph. That was the. world’s tallest 
coaster until this year, when it was sur- 
passed by a new Toomer-nde in Eng- 
land, called PepsiMax— The Big One. 

It stands 213 feet and has a 201 -foot 
drop with a .top speed of 75 mph. 

| Another Too me r coaster, the Desper- 
ado, opens in Nevada-this month. 

He designs his coasters with two- 
abreast seating, so every passenger can' ’ 
look over the side.- And he makes sure 
the structural supports are beneath the 
riders, out of their sight. “They look 
down and see nothing," he said. 

A former garage mechanic, Toomer 
earned a mechanical engineering de- 
gree in 1961 .from the University of . 
Nevada at Reno and went to work on 
the Minureman missilep rog rarm “We- — 
had a welder who had worked for a 
company that built amusement rides," 
he recalled. “It sounded like the great- . 
‘est thing ever." Toomer passed up 
working on the Space Shuttle program 
to design amusement-park rides.
